To suppress. an  gatablished cua= 
tom is notoriously diffivult, and 
this fact was recognized by the 
early Christian’ fathers. Thus, 
instead of trying to abolish the 
‘heathen: festival, of Eostre, a 
Saxon goddess, they wisely pre- 
ferred to imbue the feast with a 
new and Christian meoning. And 
so it comes about that the tradi- 
tions of Easter reach: back into 
pagan times, - ” 

Further examples of this early 
Christian “policy ‘in’ connection 
with Easter are not, wanting. 
“Our hot cross buns at Easter,” 
says the, “Book of Days,”..“are 
only: cakes which the. Saxons had 
in honour of their goddess Eostre, 
and from: which the ‘Christian 
clergy, who were unable to pre-

The Egg. deiy 

Again, the Easter egg carries 
on a festal tradition which has had 
‘its counterpart ‘in all maine of the 
pagan. world. 


oIn mediseval.. times the. ‘peace- | 
egg” was presented by each monk 
to friend, néighbour, ‘or stranger 
early in the morning of Easter 
Day, with the blessing ‘Pax vobis- 
cum!” In one of the household 
Das cabincts of Edward I, there was 
found. an entry showing the ex- 
penditure of eighteenpénce on the 
purchase of four hundred egga for 
Easter gifts. 

On Maundy: Thursday. tradition’ 
decreed that the monarch should 
distribute gifts of gold, frankin- 
cense, and myrrh amongst the 
poor at the’ Chapel, Royal, St.
